In  the  coming  weeks  you  will  begin  to  hear  and  read  about 
the  Neighborhood  Stabilization  Bill  soon  to  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  by  Mayor  Flynn.  This  is  a  very  necessary  piece  of 
legislation  if  the  City  of  Boston  has  any  hope  of  bringing  a 
balanced  solution  to  Boston's  housing  crisis.  Diligent  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  City,  unions,  community  groups,  religious  groups, 
profit  and  non-profit  developers  have  contributed  to  the  production 
of  over  11,000  new  housing  units  under  the  Flynn  Administration. 
Despite  this  impressive  production  record,  the  tremendous  pressure 
on  Boston's  housing  market  necessitates  efforts  to  retain  the 
existing  supply  of  affordable  housing  for  Boston's  needy  and  working 
families .

Hard  fought  advances 
won  through  collective  bargaining  are  being  negated  by  the  ever 
increasing  upward  spiral  of  housing  costs. 

Mayor  Flynn  is  asking  for  your  support  in  his  campaign  to 
retain  existing  rental  units,  promote  neighborhood  stability,  and 
provide  decent  affordable  housing  for  the  people  of  Boston.  I  will 
be  contacting  you  early  next  week  regarding  this  issue.  After 
careful  consideration,  I  hope  you  will  decide  to  support  this  vital 
piece  of  legislation.

NEIGHBORHOOD  STABILIZATION  BILL 


THE  PROBLEM 


Rents  in  Boston's  neighborhoods  are  skyrocketing.  Affordable 
apartments  are  being  converted  to  high  priced  housing  at  an  alarming 
rate. 

THE  SOLDTION 

The  Flynn  Administration  has  developed  a  balanced  solution  to 
Boston's  housing  crisis  that  involves  both: 

o  One  of  the  most  aggressive  and  successful  housing 
production  efforts  of  any  city  in  the  country; 

O     A  sensible  and  responsible  housing  protection  effort. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  CITY'S  HOUSING  PRODUCTION  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

***  Over  11,000  new  housing  units  permitted  under  the  Flynn 
Administration 

***  Over  4,000  new  housing  starts  last  year  alone;  45%  of 
which  are  affordable  to  average  working  families 

***  A  commitment  to  the  complete  renovation  and  full 
occupancy  of  the  2,000  vacant,  boarded  BHA  units  by  the 
end  of  1991 

***  A  commitment  to  take  action  on  all  of  the  747  buildable 
city-owned  vacant  lots  by  the  end  of  1990. 

This  reflects  the  City's  commitment  to  make  use  of  every  available 
tool  at  its  disposal  to  create  new  affordable  housing  for  Boston 
residents. 

However,  this  is  not  enough.  The  tremendous  demand  for  housing  in 
Boston  is  resulting  in  affordable  apartments  being  converted  to  high 
priced  housing,  especially  high  priced  condos,  at  an  alarming  rate. 
There  were  over  3800  master  deed  filings  on  existing  apartments 
already  this  year.. 

This  gives  rise  to  the  need  for  fair  and  reasonable  housing 
protection  measures,  like  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Stabilization 
Bill. 

PURPOSES  OF  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  STABILIZATION  ORDINANCE 

1.  To  protect  affordable  housing  for  needy  and  working 
families  of  Boston 

2.  To  promote  neighborhood  stability  in  the  face  of 
unprecedented  pressure  on  housing 

3.  To  encourage  condominium  conversions  which  offer  both 
homeownership  and  af fordability 
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WHAT  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  STABILIZATION  BILL  DOES 

A.  General  Rule:  The  ordinance  requires  owners  of 
property  that  is  currently  under  rent  control  to  secure 
a  removal  permit  from  the  Rent  Equity  Board  before 
converting  these  affordable  apartments  to  high  priced 
condominiums  or  cooperatives. 

B.  Mandatory  Exemptions  that  Encourage  Affordable  Home- 
ownership:   A  removal  permit  must  be  granted  by  the 
Rent  Equity  Board  when  a  majority  of  tenants  who  have 
lived  in  a  building  for  at  least  two  years  agree  that 
they  both  want,  and  can  afford,  to: 

1.  Purchase  the  building  and  convert  it  to  a 
cooperative;  or 

2.  Purchase  their  unit  as  a  condominium  and 
use  it  as  their  principal  residence. 

WHO  IS  AFFECTED  BY  THIS  PERMIT  SYSTEM 

A.  This  bill  applies  only  to  those  buildings  that  are 
currently  regulated  by  Boston's  Rent  Equity  Board.  It 
does  not  apply  to  any  single-family,  two-family,  or 
owner-occupied  three  family  buildings. 

WHY  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  STABILIZATION  BILL  IS  NEEDED 

A.  To  protect  the  remaining  stock  of  affordable  housing 
for  needy  and  working  families  of  Boston. 

B.  A  recent  study  performed  by  the  Mayor's  Policy  Office 
shows  that  the  average  monthly  cost  of  a  regulated 
apartment  almost  doubles  after  it  is  converted  to  a 
condominium.  That  is,  an  apartment  that  cost 
$450/month  prior  to  conversion  costs  $900/month  after 
conversion. 

C.  The  trend  of  converting  affordable  rental  units  to  high 
priced  housing  is  no  longer  restricted  to  the  downtown 
neighborhoods.  It  is  moving  into  traditionally  working 
class,  three-decker  neighborhoods  like  Charlestown, 
East  Boston,  South  Boston,  Roxbury,  Dorchester  and 
Jamaica  Plain. 

D.  If  allowed  to  continue,  the  displacement  that  these 
neighborhoods  are  experiencing  would  spell  the  end  of  a 
way  of  life  for  Boston  families:  strong,  stable 
community  and  parish  ties  would  be  permanently  broken 
up  and  longstanding  friendships  and  traditions  could  be 
permanently  disrupted. 
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COMMON  MISUNDERSTANDINGS  ABOUT  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  STABILIZATION  BILL 

Q:  Isn't  this  just  another  piece  of  anti-condo, 
anti-landlord  legislation? 

A:  No.  The  proposed  bill  is  pro-homeowner  because  it 
encourages  affordable  condo  conversion.  It  is 
pro-tenant  because  it  protects  both  today's  and 
tomorrow's  tenants  from  exorbitant  increases  and 
displacement.  The  bill  is  also  pro-neighborhood 
because  it  stabilizes  neighborhoods  that  are  threatened 
by  greed  and  speculation. 

Q:     Won't  this  bill  discourage  new  housing  production? 

A:  No.  Newly  constructed  condos  and  coops  are  exempt  from 
this  bill. 

Q:  Aren't  people  already  protected  by  existing  legislation 
like  the  eviction  ban  ordinance  that  the  City  Council 
passed  earlier  this  year? 

A:  While  that  bill  protects  certain  classes  of 
individuals,  it  does  not  preserve  their  apartments  as 
affordable  housing.  When  current  residents  move  out  of 
regulated  apartments  —  because  their  children  have 
grown  up  and  left  home,  for  example  —  the  apartment 
can  be  converted  to  high  priced  housing.  The  removal 
permit  system  would  preserve  such  apartments  as 
affordable  housing  for  other  neighborhood  residents  who 
wish  to  remain  in  the  area. 

Q:  Under  this  Administration,  won't  the  requirement  that 
owners  go  before  the  Rent  Equity  Board  have  the  same 
effect  as  a  complete  ban  on  condo  conversions.? 

A:  No.  An  explict  goal  of  this  bill  is  to  encourage 
conversions  that  result  in  both  homeownership  and 
af fordability. 

In  addition,  during  a  six  month  period  when  a  similar 
bill  was  in  effect  (before  the  courts  ruled  that  Boston 
needed  a  home  rule  petition  in  order  to  implement  it) 
conversions  slowed  down  from  an  average  of  120  per 
month  to  an  average  of  60  per  month,  but  they  did  not 
stop.  Moreover,  the  existence  of  the  bill  resulted  in 
a  number  of  buildings  (Westgate  Apts.  in  West  Roxbury 
and  Fenmore  Apts.  in  the  Fenway,  for  example)  being 
converted  to  affordable  condos  or  coops.

Over  the  last  months,  individuals  from  various  segments 
of  Chilean  society  have  come  together  in  an  effort  to  secure 
free  elections  in  Chile.   The  movement  comprises  a  broad- 
based  group  of  leading  Chilean  citizens  who  are  united  in 
their  desire  for  free  elections  and  a  return  to  democracy  in 
Chile.   The  focus  of  the  movement's  efforts  in  1988  is  to 
achieve  a  high  level  of  voter  participation,  civic  education 
and  safeguards  for  a  fair  and  honest  electoral  process 
leading  to  free,  open  and  competitive  elections  at  the 
earliest  possible  date. 

The  leaders  of  the  free  elections  drive  have  welcomed 
the  formation  of  a  U.S.  group  composed  of  distinguished 
Americans  who  would  lend  their  prestige  and  influence  to  the 
Chileans'  effort  to  restore  democracy  to  their  country. 
Similar  groups  are  being  formed  in  Western  Europe. 

We  hope  that  distinguished  Americans  from  all  sectors  of 
our  society,  including  former  Cabinet  Members,  Chief 
Executive  Officers  of  major  U.S.  corporations,  labor  and  farm 
leaders,  the  media,  University  Presidents  as  well  as  Members 
of  Congress  will  participate.
